The civic meeting last night held 
in the Rose theatré, Alberta avenve, 
was a rather tame affair, The mayor- 
alty candidates as well as the alder- 
manic were given good receptions and 
there were very few interruptions al- 
though the audience was large and 
representative, 

MAYOR SHORT briefly reviewed 
the work of the council during the 
year, stating that unfortunately for 
himself he was not able to get that 
assistance he expected by the co- 
operation of all the 
commissioners to finish up ‘the work 
he had undertaken to do, which was 
the reorganization of the various de- 
partments. This year Edmonton ‘had 
expended more money than the pro- 
vince of Alberta, so this would give 
some idea of what work had been un- 
dertaken. At the time’ the pre- 
sent administration was returned 
there was a deficit of approximately 
five and a half million dollars. This 
money ‘had to be raised before one 
dollar could be got for the carrying 
out of improvements for this year, It 
was true that the tax rate was rather 
high, but people should remember 
when the council were criticized for 
this, that four mills of the rate 
should have been assessed the previ- 
ous year. 

The city had a debt of between 
twenty-two and twenty-three million 
dollars, nine millions of which was 
represented by the city's utilities. 
This meant $300 per capita of tne 
population here, exclusive Gf utili- 
ties, while in Toronto the debt per 
capita -was $100. Notwithstandtne 
this city occupies one of the proudest 
program had been carried out. 

Winnipeg and Edmonton were the 
only two cities in westéIn Canada 
that had carried out the work this 
year that hau been arranged, so that 
this city occupies one of the produest 
positions of any city in the west in 
that respect. 

Continuing the mayor said it was 
very easy for the opponents to the 
administration to criticize, but that 
did very little good unless there was 
a remedy as well, The y:oblem to be 
solved was that the responsibility 
should be placed on the heads of each 
ot the departments. That head should 


be given complete authority in his de-! 


partment and should be held respon- 
sible for everything that occurred. 
Not only this but his opinion should 
be asked for and expected when there 
were any improvements suggested,

London, Noy. 30,—The stock mar- 
kets were buoyant yesterday and the 
underlying feeling of optimism per- 
sists, Grand Trunk shares were 
bouyant on the net gain of $129,000 
in the October revenue of the road, 
showing being unexpectedly good.

Clarke with being a perjurer, and said 
speaking of Mr. Clarke, “He should be 
run into prison for being a dynami- 
ter,” was dismissed by consent, in the 
Supreme Court yesterday by Jus- 
tice Walsh, in view of a statement 
made by C, C, McCaul, K, C, for the 
defendant. ~ 

A. G. MacKay, appearing for the 
complainant, Mr. Clark, said that his 
client did not bring the action {tn the 
hope of making money by it, rather 
to clear his reputation. He was a 
legal man practising in the city, and 
did the stacement go undisputed it 
might hurt nis business as weil as his 
reputation . The speech in question 
had been made during the heat of an ff 
election campaign, and taking this 
fact into consideration his client would 
be satisfied if an apology were made, 

Mr. M.Caul stated that the state- 
ments made at the meeting by his 
client did not mean, as set down in the 
plointiff’s claim, that the plaintiff 
“was a dangerous person at large.” 
The occasion was an election cam- 
paign and the statements were made 
in the heat of the moment, and as 
such were not taken seriously by the 
audience, and = in consequence of 
speaking and publication of  saic 
words the plaintiff as a matter of fac 
had not been in any way injured ig 
his profession. His client, when he 
made the speech, had no intention of 
charging Mr. Clarke with perjury. If 
any statements that had been made, 
however, were considered to have been! 
injurious to Mr, Clarke's reputation or 
professional business, then he woul 
apologize. 

Justice Walsh said that Mr. Clarke 
had accomplished what he had set ou 
to accomplish, and as the two litigant 
were menvbers of the legal profesgior 
he would like to see the matter go nq 
further.
